



Campaign Over $10.1 


Redeemer College's President, Hen 
De Bolster, announced on April ord. 
that the campaign, Leadershi 
Investment For Tomorrow (LIFT), 
which kicked off last September, is 
achieving landmark results in raising 
$10.1 million in just 8 months. 
Carrying it to over $10.1 million is an 
anonymous $3.7 million donation. 
"As the only private Christian 
undergraduate university in Ontario, 
our operation depends totally on 
private ci a and tuition," said 
President De Bolster. “Raising this 
amount is a solid indication of the 
viability of our university and of the 
desire of the public to see institutions 
such as ours thrive in Ontario.” 
According to President De Bolster, 
the extraordinary contribution of $3.7 
million will make it possible to 
address all of the critical needs set 
forth in the fund-raising program. 
The LIFT campaign objectives 
include funding fora teacher 
education program, residence 
expansion, hibrary, scholarships, 
research, and reduction of capital 
debt. With the level of success 
attained so far, the campaign hopes to 





"The planning is complete, courses are 
in place, and students can start 
registering,” says Dr. John Vriend, 
Chairman of Redeemer College's 
Department of Education, concerning 
two new teacher education programs 
to be offered at the university in 
Ancaster beginning this fall. 

In addition to the combined 
teacher education programs that 
Redeemer College has been offering

The programs will consist of 10 or 
11 courses which can be taken 
concurrently with the second, third 
and fourth-years of a Bachelors 
degree, or scheduled consecutively as 
a one-year second degree option

build its momentum in a serious effort 
to eliminate the remaining bank debt 
which presently stands at about $4 
mullion. 

Campaign chairman, Kees 
Vreugdenhil, an executive with Union 
Gas in Chatham, believes there is 
much more potential: "With over $10 
million raised, we've only scratched 
the surface. There are thousands who 
feel that a private Christian university 
is an important need in our pluralistic 
society.” 

The broadly based campaign is 
being led by supportive business 
leaders and regional volunteer 
leadership teams across Ontario. The 
campaign will continue for the next 
several months.

Advantages 


According to Vriend, the new 
pean were primarily conceived to 
lla growing need among Christian 
schools for teachers with a Christian 
understanding of their disciplines, a 
Biblical approach to teaching, and 
"some idea of what is happening in 
Ontario education". For example, last 
year Redeemer College’s education 
duates could pick from among 
three or four job offers, and all 
accepted teaching placements. 

Also, he explains that independent 
Christan schools, because of their 
religious basis, have generally given 
preterence in teacher hiring to those 
with a university-level liberal arts 
education taught from a Christian 
perspective. Therefore students 
aspiring to teach at Christian schools 
have in the past found it necessary 
to seek their education outside 
Canada. The necessity to study 
outside Canada has prevented some 
students from achieving their career 
goals. Vriend says, "There are 
students who want to become 
teachers who can't spend a semester 
in the U.S.A." 

The new program will serve 
increasing numbers of students who 
wish to pursue teacher education as a 
career option. In recent years these 
numbers have exceeded the capacity 
of Redeemer College's combined 


“We know there is a need out there 
and we're inviting students to 
investigate these options now," says 
Vriend. He adds that there 
are already eight applicants to the 
new program for the fall, but 
believes that number will increase as 
the existence of the pee becomes 
known to aspiring teachers.

is season's choir tour was the best 
one yet, according to director, Chris 
Teeuwsen. The six-day tour enthraled 
crowds from Woodstock to Chatham, 
including students at three high 
schools. 

Mark Luimes, choir member of four 
years, remarked that the tour was 
more relaxed and the most successful 
one to date for communicating the 
message of the music even though the 
choir learned most of its repertoire 
oon Christmas. 

This year’s rtoire was erful 
and ees tic and inchided all 
known classics such as Handel's 
Zadok the Priest, as well as selections 
by Brahms, Faure, Beebe and 

rotenhuis. "The music making and 
the power of the songs we performed 
at the church concerts, such as the 
booming start of Zadok the Priest were 

fond compare," said Mark Luimes. 
nnis van Staalduinen described 
the concerts to church audiences as 
very moving, intensely spiritual, 
musical and emotional. In contrast, 
moder compositions were a founda- 
tion for high school performances. 

All high school concerts were 
especially successful and fun because 
they involved the audience in active, 
energetic songs. "They involved 
showmanship" remarked Luimes. 


"The choir grabbed the students’ 
attention and didn’t let go." 

For example, a barbershop quartet 
serenaded the "jock" of the school 
adorned with a wig; van Staalduinen 
startled young ladies by grabbing 
them out of the audience and singing a 
Frank Sinatra ballad to them; an 
comedian Greg Sennema tuned his 
face with his palms, played Mary had a 
little lamb with his nose on the piano 
and launched into the William Tell 
Overture which he played on his face. 
"The students were in the palms of our 
hands,” he marvelled. 

Teeuwsen had arranged a special 
treat for the students and the choir. 
His friend, pianist Hans deDerf, from 
Holland agreed to perform. Dressed 
in tails, dark glasses, and an elegant 
white wig, he charmed the audience 
with his talent. Some choir members 
remarked on the striking resemblance 
between this "friend" and Fred de 
Haan whose name spelled backwards 
was more than coincidentally similar. 

Making music wasn't the most 
difficult aspect of the tour, reflected 
Teeuwsen. He said that the choir also 
learned to work as a group and even 
though they began with a very young 
sound, they exceeded his expectations. 

From the comments of choir 
members, the tour was a time when 
the group not only made music well 
together but also grew closer to God 
and to each other. 

Sennema especially remembers the 
bus rides. Dave Brown, the bus 
driver, who at first was staunchly 
reserved toward choir members, soon 
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became part of the group and akey — 


element in the fun. won an award 
for being completely dressed in 
brown, and was presented with 
brown "undies", signed by the choir, 
and a Bible. Mr. Brown, who earlier 
hadn‘t wished to hear a ‘religious’ 
concert, attended the choir’s home 
concert after the tour. 

“We sometimes take for granted 
what we do, and we don’t realize the 
impact we have on audiences,” said 
Teeuwsen. As director, he doesn’t 
face the audience but sees the intensit 
and reaction of the audience mirro 
on the faces of choir members. 

Next year’s tour will include the 
golden horseshoe from Niagara Falls 
to Barrie, and many of this year’s choir 
members will participate again. "Not 
many people are leaving, but those 
who are have been pillars," said 
Teeuwsen. Among students and choir

So says Lynda Cockroft, the Centre's 
administrative assistant.

biology, history of science, inter- 
disciplinary studies, philosophy of 
science, and theology. Dr. Jitse van 
der Meer, the director of the Centre, is 
overseeing all but the history of 
science p m which is under the 
auspices of Dr.Don McNally. "We 
need at least three or four more 
directors for the programs we have 
currently,” says van der Meer. As new 
programs such as chemistry, biology, 
anthropology, geology, physics an 
others are added, additional program

Yan der Meer hypothesizes that 
underlying all scientific research 
is each scientist’s own worldview, be 
it humanistic, Hindu, Buddhist, or, as 
in the case of the Pascal Centre, 
Christian. This is a concept the Centre 
is addressing and investigating. Thus, 
the task of the Centre is twofold: to 
determine how a scientist's beliefs, or 
worldview, interact with and affect 
his/her scientific research, and to 
articulate a Christian worldview in 
each scientific discipline. 

Research will be conducted by 
professors of Redeemer College and of 
other universities, ey. during 
their sabbaticals.

Hugh Cook, The Homecoming Man.

Readers of Hugh Cook’s ten finely 
crafted stories in Cracked Wheat (1985) 
will not be disappointed by The 
Homecoming Man. Hugh Cook has 
done what such great twentieth- 
century writers as James Joyce and D. 
H. Lawrence have done before him, 
moved from short story to novel. It is 
the logical and natural next step, and 
Hugh Cook takes it with confidence. 
Sensitive readers of Cracked Wheat 
would certainly have seen in the 
range and depth of Hugh Cook's 
human concern and in his ironic and 
sympathetic observation of Dutch- 
nadian immigrant life that Hugh 
Cook had at least one novel to write 
about this life that he knows so well. 
The Homecoming Man is a

men. 

First, there is Paul Bloem, who has 
separated from his wife and who has 
lost his youngest child in a car 
accident for which he feels 
responsible. He comes home from 
British Columbia to Ontario to spend 
the summer with his father, Gerrit.

et Abel Rozenberg whose poems

the pain of his interrogation, but 
inside unspeakable relief that he has 
reached the end of his suffering and 
that he is a homecoming man with 
nothing he need fear anymore — 
nothing except God." (285) 

Hugh Cook's novel is about human 
suffering, about where we stand in 
relations to each other and about 
where we stand in relation to God. 

Lena Klein, the university professor 
of German, helps Paul Bloem to 
understand how Gerrit's war euilt has 
isolated him even from those he loves, 
and how a child can inherit a parent's 
emotional debility, "human beings just 
aren't made to live with bottled-up 
emotions. ae ve got to surface 
eventually, it doesn’t matter whether 
it’s guilt or trauma or whatever. Same 

Saleen with sex abuse, for instance. 
t's only the oyster that turns a buried 
irritation into a pearl; a human bein 
has to come to grips with it." (309) 

The human challenge is to break the 
cycle of pain. Inklings of this we see 
in Paul's caring for the fawn he has 
injured, in his opening himself to 
Lena, and in telling his dying father 
that he loves him.
